Engliſh, I could never give an accompt of 20 men eſcaped, except 
(which is moſt improbable )they thonld fly to D#4/:ngas for the chickelt 
( my owne «ſtate meering upon the Marches of that County })- ha- 
ving inquired from prifoners, by name for fuch and fuch, they have 
informed methey were all maſſacred. 

The Blackwater in the County of 7 yrone , a moſt fertile ſoyle , and 
inhabited with the Engl had its ſtreames dyed in blood , there 
being at one time above 209. ſoules murthered upon the Bridge, and 
flung downe the River, I could inftance alike i many places, but 
that we are to allow buryed miſcrie too timely a reſurrection. 

Maſter Speaker, m theſe two laſt inſtances, I have onely named the 
Engliſh , not but that I pleaſe my (tlfe better in concluding both Er- 
liſh and Scorch , under the title of Britiſh , but that there ſeemeth to 
be ſome reaſon ; for inthe Infancy of this Rebellion , the Rebells made 
open Proclamations upon paine of death that no Scorch man ſhould 
be ſtirred in body , goods; or Lands, and that they ſhould to this 
purpoſe write over the Lyntels of their doores, that they were Scorch 

" wen, and ſo deftruftion might paſſe over their families; nay , I read 
a Letter that was ſent by two of the Rebels titulary Collonells , Ce- 


lonell Ngent, and Colonell © Gallogher , a quarter of -an houre be-

get here; I onely touch this, not as judging where there 1s (inoke, 

there is ſome fire, but to obſerve their policie, which, though to ſome 

that were ſuddeuly ſurpriſed, might afford {ccurity to retreat into ſome 

place of ſafety, yet it was ridiculouſly entertained, and as rc{olutely 
{corned by the Scottiſh Nation. | 

Hitherto (with your patience) is rough drawn the generall cltate,und 
condition of the Brit;i, who were now betaking theniſclves to bet- 
ter reſolutions, in oppoſition to the enemies fury. 

I ſhall begin with the County of Fermanagh. where thoſe that had 
eſcaped the fire and ſword of Rory Mac Guyre, the Arch-Rebell inthat 
County, brother to the Lord of Enukellen, drew themſclves into Eni/- 
kellen, a place fortified by nature, under the Command of Sir /i/l:ans 
Cole, Culonell. The Inhabitants of that County of the other ſide of the 
Loughearne, reſorted to Maſter ("athcart , then High Sheriff of the 
County, and Garriſon'd in the Caſtle of Aoreigh, Lilgold, and T wl- 
Ugh Mac Guire having without any oppoſition in that Country, walt- 
ed, burnt, killed, and pillged, betook himſclf, with the united forces 
thereof to.beleaguer Enikellen, which divers times with great bodies, 
and threats equall, but with fictions exceeding them both, as that Ire» 
land Was taken, web for a great while we might all of us eaſily,but with 
grief,bxlceve. Howſoever it pleaſed Gol,that Col: Cole, with great rc- 
folitien aud valour maintained the ſame, and made divers fallics in the 
night,upon his Quarter,doig very good execution, infomuch that ſac 
Grire thought it an unſeaſonat-le airto Quarter fo neer Enzkellen, and 
then began to adventure his fortunes upon the other {ide of the Lough, 
where Maſter {athcarr, and many brave Scottiſh Cavaliers , againlt fo 
great a Body, though not able to maintain a field, by divers refolute and 
diſcrcet Sallies, chaſed,and ſlaughtered the enemy. 

One I will particularize, though not crowned with ſucceſſe-of exe- 
cution, equall to the former , where 800 of the enemies , being drawn 
up intothree Bodies, before their Quarters, they fallyed out with 60 
Horſe, routed their Battalions, and killed 35 of their men, further exe- 
cution being prevantzd by a contiguous wood, — == 

There were two Caltles called T#/l/agh, and Li/go/d, which by an o- 
ver-weaning athance in the enemies promiſes, yet indeed very much

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ſurrender, they, were all maſſacred. 

Maſter Speaker, Having no notes of remembrance, and much preſt by 
my friends unto this diſorderly diſcourſe ,. or were it not that the reve- 
rence of the place countenanced it, I ſhould eſteem ir like a tale, begin- 
ning ( Once «pen a time.) I ſhall 2 whilc leave the County of Ferma- 
»agh, becauſe theſe are paſſages precedent , to the Commilſion for rai- 
ſing its Regument of 500 Foot, and recolle& my memory, in what po- 
ſture the County of T7roxe ſtood ; molt part of the Briri/h, of the Baro- 
ny of Omagh, made their eſcape towards Newrown , and Strebanr, 
Loth places being of the Barony of Strebane, in the ſame County, The 
Barony of Clogher reſorted tothe Agher; The remaining Batony being 
the Barony of Dongarnon, were marcht up by Sir Thomas Staples, and 
Lieutenant Colonell Saxnder/on, forth of that Barony to New-Town, 
nigh twenty miles, through the barbarous mountains of Aenterlynny, 
one of the greatelt faſtnefles of Ireland, to joyn with Sir Williams 
SteWarss forces there, where they were joyfully entertained, and after 
2or 3 dayes [tay there , ina very. unſcaſonable time of the yeer marcht 
to Agher, being 609. in number, but contrary tothe rer{waſiorsof that 
Noble Lieutenant Colonell,-and the H1zh Sheriff, Captain Aſaxwell, a 
Gentleman of fingulir forwardneſſe, were divided by one Vaſter 1/> 
liam Stewart, of Fiagh, a man of good parts, but very unfortunately 
applyed into Dengarnon , back again , where the greateſt part of them 
were ſlain by two and three, without fatis{ation of one drop of Rebels 
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blood, in requitall of theirs,and thoſe Gentlemen that remained with: 


Lieutenant. Colonell Saxnderſor, this unfortunate. diviſion happening 
inthe face of Sir. Phelomy O Neill, encouraged the. numerous Rebell ſo 
farre, that he and his Company. was forced tu retreate towards the 
Omagh, and ſo tv NeW-toWne, the Towne of Agher being entred by the 
Rebclls, and burnt immediatly: Yet I muſt. not here forget the reſolute 
attempt, and manfull defending of the Agher Caltle by Maſter Archi- 
bald Erkin,Clarke, Sonne and Heire to Sir fames Erikin a Gentleman 
of 1000 pounds per a»nwum, of temporall eſtate ; who being beleaguerd 
a few.dayes before by 2050, men, with the aſſiſtance of Archiba/d Ha- 
milton , Eſquire , and his Tenants Sallyed out with 80. Horſe, and 


twelve Musqueteers upon &« body of the Rebelks, being about 690 and- 
routed them with the execution of above 109. of which ſome were-- 


conſiderable as any in thoſe parts, withthe lofle only of Captaine Bark: 
Gentleman, much lamented. Maſter Archibald Hamilton

go za zealous Gentleman,both before and during his continuance. 


inthe Kingdomerounded with ſome others of note. ah 
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Bac Kenna, which they encountred very fiercely , and at laſt rou- 
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ted rhe-Rebell, killed one of the ſpeciall Commanders that had been ' 
a Commanderin Spaive , flew about 30 horſemen; and 20. foot; and- 
"recovered many of the” Britiſh cattell having received wounds, and ' 


diſmounted in the skirmiſh, but recovered both life and horſe. 

Some three dayes before this, Sir william Sreward marcht ont with 
ſome foote and horſe from NeWwrowne, purſued the Rebell, and fo 
marcht to the Agher, and after ſome tay, retired home with great ſtore 
of cattell ; though both h» and we could have wiſht ( if we had the 
ſpirit of prophetic ) to have kept the fields longer: For the O Neilsand 


Mac G Wires who were thea with their forces ; the l-aders of the Re- 
bellion, diſcomfited by former ſervice,xought for-proteRtions, but anf-"* 


mated by Maſter itiam SteWwares diviſion, (and this retiring warch 
though grounded upon warrantable diſcipline) beleaguered the efgher 
Caltle, Sir Phelomy O Neill, and Collonell Rory, © Mac Gwire being. 
perſonally preſent with 4000 men ;- ad though they ſeconded theit 
attempts by promiſes of honourable quarter, reinforced it by bloody 
threats in caſe of refuſall: planted a ſmall held peece to batter, and'in 
a darke night ſtorm the gate and bawpe upon all parts. Yet by the re- 
ſolution of Maſter Ersk#, and the ready fire of Sir Henry Tirchbourns 
old company beate them from their wals and ſcaling ladders with the * 


- lofſeof 200 of their reſoluteſt men. 


Sir Phelemy O Neill retired his journey,burning along to Dongannon, | 
Mac GWire in his retreat aſlaulted Aghatyan Caltle, commanded by : 
Captain AaxWwel!, who upon fight of fac Gwires drawing up, it- 
ſued out ſome few muſquetteers into the ditches, and beate him off 
from any further attempt , who in his march burnt all' Fermanagh to- 
wards Erxukellen. About that time Captain Thomas. Newburgh with 


a few men he raiſed in great hazard of hisowne 'perſon; tooke in Ca- © 


[tle Derrick, a place of great conſequence and ſtrength, killed the men, ' 
poſſeſt their arms : in his abſence being gone: for ammunition, left the ' 
Cattle to a yong Gentleman Maſter D':9-4o ; when Sit Phylomy O Neill” 
immediatly belieged it with 3000 men, but Maſter 2rdo with great 
courage having onely 16 mento man the Caſtle and Bawne, beate him 
off, and flew more than $0 of his men, and 9 dayes after fallyed out

Some foure dayes after Sir //i/{1am Stewart deſired Lievetenant Co 
lonell Sanderſon,my 1elf, and Serjeant Major [ames Gal/brauhto march 
from Newtowze to relieve Ageer and 4ghatyan, with 500 foot and 
100 horſe, the ſecond night in extremity of weather, wee marcht to 
the Agher,and quartered in (7,gher,a mile & a halfe diſtant;the enemy 
fell that night into one part of our quarters,but upon the alarumof 
the Sentinels , the maine Guard ifſued out, kild fome,and chaſed the 
reſt. The next morning we marched out into Fermanagh,where inta- 
king 500 Cowes,as many fheep,and 300 horſes, we killed 70 Rebells: 
upon our returne we belieged Colonell Donxegh, Mac Gmires Ca- 
{tle,being (trongly imbattaild and flanckt, after many ſhot pal} on both 
fides,the wind turning upon the forepart of the houte , wee fired ſome 
ofit-houſes,in the ſmoake whereof we approached the gate, fct it on 
fire, entred the Caſtle, putthe mento theſword : and indeed I ſhall 
never exped toſee more reſolution either in Commanders or ſoul, 
diers ; but I ſhall never inſiſt upon that inthis particular , let their ats 
ſpeake for themſelves ; in which march wee relieved 6000 women 
and children,which otherwiſe had periſhed. 

In this ſervice Enſigne Long behaved himfelt as if he had been Bul- 
let proofe : at hand whilſt we were unployed in this ſervice, the Re» 
bels drew downe upon Sir Willkam Stewarts New.owae,and the Caltle 
plaid off and kild 50 of their men in theftreets,and preſerved the, 
towne,except one houſe or two at the furthermolt end. q 

Maſter Speaker be pleaſed I may put you in remembrance thele are* 
the particulars that accurred in Przmanagh and T hyroe before wee re» 
ceived any Coininifſlions: 1 ſhall now prefent unto you in the ſame 
method the occurrences of Donegal County. 

Colonell Newgent a moſt ſeditious Inſtrument, that married my Lord 
of Enxhellens mother,drew about 600 men about Balyſhawnon Caltle, 
a place of great ſtrength and importance, againſt whom my Colonel | 
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ſome 200 men and 60 horſe, who cncountred them,routed them, | 
upwards of 180 Rebels;tooke Collonels Newgents horle , whole 
and his bootes ript off behinde him , beſides many thatcame 


the rivers by dozens and tennes week were killed by the k 
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Sir Ralph Gore, and Captaine Maxwell a forward Gentleman drew out « - 
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Follyot , a entleman de erving mnch commendat{ons for ni 
"comrage and diſcretion , as alſo, by his Lievtenant William Anckrill 
Ala e,a bold Comrade,fometime kiling 20,30. in which Captaine 
* Pol},or received a fore wound in his band, being at theſword entred 
and befet with the Rebels. 

© About a fortnight after their defeat at Balh/havnos, the Rebels mu- 
fired new forces,and with afliſftance of Collonell Manus O Donnell, 
and Collonell Twrlogh, Mac Caffrye O Doxnell, they beſieged my Co- 
lonels Caſtle, he being gone over the mountaines for Ammunition, 
the Rebels fired ſome out-houles , but were beaten off with loſſe of 
twenty men,who attempted to burne the gate. 

Inthe Barony of Boylagh about two dayes after the Mac Swynes, 
and the O Boy/cs, were encountred about Kilbegge by Maſter Andrew 
Kmx,a Miniſter, who though very unequall in number to the Rebels 
held them up at puſha Pike,and killed about 80 of their men, and put 
the whole body to flight,and brought home a great prey. In which 
Skirmiſh the beſt Mac Swywe was killed. | 
" Theſe MaZer Speaker, are the Occurrences in thoſe three Coun- 
ties, that were precedent unto any Commillion granted For raiſing of 
Regiments. and now I ſhall according to the rule I propounded unto 

felfe, firſt relate the exploits of every Regiment a part, and then 
fach ſervice as was done joyntly , and as I began with Fermanagh,

all defeats, having marched ſcaven dayes and nights upon mountaines, 
where never horſemen rode in a deep ſnow, 13. miles the leaſt dayes 
march, where and when the beſt Commanders never taited bread , 
beare, wine, falt, or Aqua-vitz , and at every night fought with the 
Rebels for his bed-cloathes (God bee praiſed with {trange ſucceſle) 
and being in the ſight ofthe enemie, and for theimoſt part upon the 
Ice (notwithſtanding the weather) ſtript mn our ſhirts ; upon our 
marching homewards met ſuch a packe of them drawne out by the 
other two Regiments , that they beſet us in our quarter at night, 
which we expecting, appointed a neare Fort for our Alarum place tor 
two Companies to draw unto, and the other two Companies 1ato a 
wood , where if by Gods mercy we ſhould have the better of them, 
we were aflured-they ſhould paſle, all happened accordingly ; for 
our Sentinels grving a timely Alarum, the two Companies teoke 
the Fort, beat them off untill they fied the Tight way , where the 
two Companies unexpectedly met them with tharpe fire , and the 
other two fallyed out of the Fort upon their Reares, and did very 
terrible execution : Immediately after which wee marched away in 
the night, and ſurpriſed many in the neighbouring houſes ; and laltly, 
burnt the quarters, and all the corne in the whole maich, which was 
out of command. And truely Sir Ra/ph Gore his zeale was very ear- 
neſt, for the moſt tempeſtuous nights hee would alwayes chulſe to 
fall upon their quarters, which at lak were upon cvety hand of our 
Garriſon ; for he having placed for the ſafety of thoſe parts one Com- 
pany-at K:lbegge , another at { aff/e. Rab 1», and one being left to main= 
taine our owne quaiters, we had but two Companies for the Field ; 
yet at divers times we would march out to them, being at the lealt 13, 
Colours ; and overnight having taken the ditches with Musketeeres, 
drew them 1n with counterfeit retceats, untill wee had diſcharged at 
4. yards diſtance ; ſometimes a 100. Musketeers, ſometimes more, 
every Musket charged with 10. Piltoll Bullets. 

But M. Speaker , our good ſuccefle ended with our Ammunition , 
for all being fpent to one Roll of Match, and ſending a Letter for 
ſome ſupply ; the Traytor run to the Rebels, delivered 1ay Letrer, and 
what I had but modeſtly put into the Text concerning onr wants, 
he being a fouldier in the Regiment made a-large Comment upon, 
Which heartened the Rebels ſo much , that we were ltke to peri/n tor 
want of food , and certainly had, it Sir Rebers Sieware with bis Ro 
giunent, and three of Sir #illzam Stewarts Companics had not marct;t 
over toLur relicke , who in his march OVE Barneſwmre Was, x4...

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But now Maſter Speaker, the-Country veing waſted by the Enemy, 
and our ſelves, the dayes beginning to grow lenger, we thought beſt 
to joynall three Regiments, leaving Batſhannon, Caſtle of Donegal! 
and Caltle &R44iv well manned, and as well as we could provided o- 
therwiſe, and fo betook our ſelves with what ſtrength we could ſpare 
unto the Fields. And now Malter Speaker, it .I can borrow your pa- 
tience, I preſumeI ſhall acquaint you with very good ſervice. In our 
march over the mounitunes of Barneſwore home wards tothe Barony 
of Kaphe, this Barneſmore being known to every inhabitant in-Ire/and 
to be as dangerous place as art and nature could deviſe. When the 
Vaa-guard.of our Army entred the Wood, we ſent threeſcore looſe 
ſhot upon each of our Elankes, halfe Calliver ſhot from our Body 
through the Woods, where they skirmiſhed with the Enemy, having 
taken the Wood overnight, 1:1 vety hot ſervice upon both ſides. The 
Rebels had placed thirteen Colours in a hollow, halte a mile above us, 
who when they heard our thot ſhewed themſelves, thinking as they 
confelſt to draw us out, whilelt thirteen Colours more lay hidden in 
another hollow, that ſhould ſuddenly fallin upon the remaining party, 
and had likewiſe placed nine Colours below to fall inuponthe bag» 
gage, which was at leaſt three thouſand ſoules, which travelled below 
alinoſt a mile off, in a narrow pafle. We drew out (1uſpecting the 
workt) onely ſome commanded Musketiers skirmiihed and beat away 
their tirft Body appeared, when immediately the other nine Colours 
fell in upon the baggage, to which we alligned eight and fourty Muf- 
ketiers, who held then up couragioully in a {trait paſſe. We that were 
withthe maia Body perceving it, having a Wood and Boggeunderus, 
drew with more haſte than order (as requiſite it was) to their relief, 
fo that we likewite put them to ſijght. In the meantime the thirteen 
Colours in ambuſh all this while tell into our Rear, and all their Forces 
in the twinkhng of an eye fell round upon us, which we with coun- 
ter.nanded MusKketiers oppoſed, and during the ſpace of ſeven houres 
and a halte (by a watch) fought and killed four hundred of their men, 
beſides what fell in our march of fix miles, where having conveighed 
our baggage between twe Diviſions, were {till charged in our Rear, 
and the extremities of Flankes that had thicke ſhot returnzd by two 
hundred Musketjers of* ours, ſo that as by a priſoner of theirs taken the 
next day that was preſent at the battell, ſeven hundred was confelt to 
be flain, jn'which we loſt but nine men, and ſome hurt, That night we 
marched into our Quarters in the Barony of RKapho. This occurence 
happened about eignt weekes ſince. 
« Now Maſter Speaker,omitting the ifluing of. ſeverall parties both a 
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what occurences ſince the ſeyenteenth of May, untill thefeven and 
twentieth, when I left Londor=deryy. | 

Sir Philim O Neal drew down to Strebane about five thouſand men 
beſides Horle, intending to burne Rapho, and to ratle Eniſhoer, and we 
being as he abſolutely conceived defeated, to draw the other Forces on 
the contrary fide of Log ſey/e, and to aflault the Derry. Our Regi- 
ments aſliſted with two ftrong Companies of Captain Pires and 
Captain I awſoxs of the City of Londor.-derry drew over before day 
into the Rebels Countrey, where preſently the battels-were ordered 
upon both ſides, andſo ſtood about a quarter of a'miles diſtance, we 
drew out to them one Battalion, and a 100 Musketiers to try how 
they would anſwer them. The Rebels left their ground, and drew out 


; toa Wood, which they filled with their Musketiers, we likewiſe by 
zthe earneſt intreaty of our Souldiers, were contented to loſe the ad. 


vantage of our preſent embattelling, and marched over to them. beat 
their Musketiers out of tke Wood, and to omit circumſtances, killed a- 
bout five hundred of ther men, and put them to their flight in which 
day there was great circumſpe&ion and diſcipline uſed by the Come 
manders, and as much obedience and reſolution by the Soukdiers, 
Maſter Cathcart Cornet to Sir Robert Srewarts Troop, and Lieutenant 
Colaſe one of his Licutenants, and Lieutenant Ga/byaith one of our 
Regiment about ſeventeen yeares of age, doing very itrange ſervice 
withtheir commanded Musketiers. 

In purſuance (by Gods mercy ) of this victory, though we re- 
turned weary unto our Quarters, yet by break of day the Regiments 
wereupon march, an unuſuall way to Srrebane, thinking to have be- 
{ot him and his Forces which quartered there viſibly. To this purpoſe 
Horſe and Foot entred the Town upon all Quarters ; but Sir Phe/omy 
was newly departed with his Forces, onely the Caſtle he committed 
to Captain Hugh Myrragh O Devyn a bloudy fellow, and an humdred 
of his choice Musketiers, and a hundred Pikes to guard much of bis 
own baggage, and my Lady Sryebanes goods; but we eaſily forced 
the Caſtle, put the men to the ſword, onely Captain O Devyss life 
reſpited, who is now 1n the Derry Gaol, The Caſtle weleft a Gar- 
rifon in, commanded by Captain Wſher a diſcreet Gentleman under 
the command of Sir William Hammilton,who though formerly a ſtrong 
rooted Papiſt (if any root can be im that titular Religion ) hathre- 
nounced the ſame, and conforming himſelte unto the Proteſtant 
Church, Judging upon this reaſon ( as. I have heard from himſelfe ) 
that neither faith, civill converſation, ſecure commerce, ſound loy- 


alty, much more Religion ought to be expeted where ſuch bloudy,

ph4, we merehed up on the 5 
fojte, and comming over 4gainſt Derry, quartered jt the fields that 
night, foute Eompanies of the Deyy joyning with us to relieve Lym- 
mavaddy Caltle, and Belly Caſtle , which had beene ten weeks before 
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[trongly beleagarid by great forces, and yet had fallyed forth and killed 
man 36-< , veing commanded by z refolure young 
Gentleman Dobias P hilleps ; his elder brother M. Dadly Phs- 
lips in the meane tutieBelhg gone about with 3, Botes for to carry their 
proviſion from Dex” That night wee were welcome gueſts to the 
two Caſtles, who dilpaired ofall fuccour ; and having conducted their 


proviſion im , the next mortiing aſſiſted with very reſolute Horſe 
ont of the two Caſtles , wee advanced our march into the Enemies 
Countrey, where at Afagilygan we cncountred the Enemie, the 5 
Canes, the Magilliganr, the o Hagans, and the 0 Neales, being joy- 
ned together for our utter ruine, (God be praiſed) we killed upwards 
of 500 of them, and ſcattered the reſt, 

Though we were now too farre in diſcretion engaged from our 
owne Quarters, yet having received late Letters from Cotrane of their 
miſerable wants and narrow beleagure, we continued our march up 
towards the mountaines to finde ſome prey , that wee might be the 
welcomer to almott famiſh'd Colrane ; wee met with 3000 Caves, 
but with thrice as many men, the Rebell having ſtrengthened him- 
ſelte from the Army that beleagured Colrane and other parts : Our 
Commanders cheriſhed the Souldier, and the Sonldier the Com- 
mander ; but the Rebels having that morning ( moved by the vali= 
ant preaching of a Fryer) bound themſelves by Oath of their Sa» 
crament received thereupon , to fight this Battell to the Jalt man, 
and to hunt us out of their Countrey , gave us a warme charge, and 
forced our Horſe, and commanded Musketiers to retreat upon the 
wings of our Battalions , yet after our ſhort , yet carnck Pray- 
ers, wee advanced towards them, and ſlaughtered above 800. of 
them ; which being an unuſuall fight to them , they forgat the 
Fryers Doctrine , and their owne application and fied ; onr Horſe 
and Foot chaſing them a hundred wayes with great flaughter : 
From thence with our prey and abundance of Horſe, &c. wee 
marched to- Dungevin Caſtle, one of the Kings Houles , which 
was kept by Colonell Manu mac qui ballagh , Mac Kichard 0 
Cant, who (though in rhis battel]) had fled thither te his charge, 
upon patley hee delivered 'up the Cattle , and defired the Kings 
mercy ,. which upon conditions was aftorded ; the Armes and 


Pillage were quickly divided, From theace we marched to ( o/- 
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there now,jand enjoyes the fiſhing to themſelves,

In all theſe particulars (all honour 6a Almighty who fought our 
battels) amongſt the three Regiments we ;lolb not an hundred men 


ſince the firſt Rebellion to the lalt hour, |

Maſter Speaker, this is a brief relation of ſo many paſſages in ſach a 
tra& of time; an Epitome of tat which was a large voiume jn our 
own ſufferings and the conſtruction of our Enemies, which in duty 1 
ſappole'T was baund to preſerit .to this Honourable Aflembly, in the 
port-and haven of. whole, wyparallcl'd labours we anchor our ſafety. 
You may be pleaſed ( Maſter Speaker) to remember our ſudden fur- 
prifall, our wants of all manner of ſupplies for preſervatien of our 
kves, much more for the getence of a Country, and ſuch places of im- 
portance z you.may conſider the reſolution of men encouraged by 
excerciſe of their Armes ficſhcd in the bloud of their Enemies, jm- 
boldened by knowledge of the Country, provoked by the loſle of their 
deareſt pledges, wives children, and all; the hazard in tranſpo. ting 
men ſaved, the charges 1n railing, levying, ſhipping, demurrage upon 
winde, and the like preyented ; the great expences of the Com- 
manders amounting to aboye three thouſand pounds for aries victu- 
als, cloaches, &c their oftentive {ervic:/ without lofle of an handred 
men, their defenſive vigilancy of ſo much ground, the ſeverall Garri- 
{ons of conſequence maintained, the weak inſtruments by which the 
ſervice was ed, andthe great mercy of God by which we were 
jrotected ; then we doubt not, but the juſtice of this Houle \yill con- 
tie us in our Reſolutions, encourage others to attempt better ; all
